I  do 
realize  that  1  promised  you  at  a  least  thrcc-day  advance  notice  before  the  switch  over  would  happen,  but  due  to  the  time 
delays  and  the  timing  and  availability,  the  switch  over  has  to  happen  sooner.  Next  Tuesday  May  8th,  we  will  perform  the 
email  server  switch  over.  Please  he  sure  you  printed  all  vour  email  messages  that  need  to  he  saved,  and  saved  vour 
address  hooks  (if  used).  After  the  switch  over,  all  vour  old  email  messages  and  address  hooks  will  be  lost.  Between 
the  end  of  work  day  on  Monday  May  7th.  and  until  the  switch  over  is  completed  on  the  morning  of  Tuesday  May  8th.  you 
may  not  be  able  to  access  your  email.
